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Junior High Reuse 
Plan Highlights 
Five Item Warrant

The Board of Selectmen inserted the East 
Junior High reuse question on the special 
town meeting warrant Monday night, along 
with four other articles, but declined to vote 
their approval of the reuse proposal. 

That proposal, developed by the Reuse 
Committee, calls for selling the two wings 
to a developer who will renovate them into 
office space to the town’s specifications. 
Andover would then lease the space for use 
as town and school offices, and buy back the 
wings in 15 years. 


Gravel 
Permit 
Denied 


For the first time during more than two 
years of construction at the Andover Coun- 


, try Club development, the Board of Select- 


men have denied developer Yvon Cormier a 
gravel removal permit. 


Closing a hearing on the permit renewal 
Monday night at. Memorial Hall Library, 
the board voted to deny Cormier’s renewal 
application ‘‘without prejudice.’’ 

Instead of renewing the two-year-old per- 
mit, the selectmén took the advice of one 
resident and suggested Cormier return with 
an application for removal of less gravel 
from a smaller area at the site. 


The developer had requested permission 
to remove 70,000 cubic yards of gravel from 
section one of the 360-acre subdivision, 
which is bounded by Beacon, Lowell and 
Canterbury streets and Chandler Circle. 

But since the permit was first issued in 
June 1980, neighbors have complained of 
property damage, health problems and in- 
convenience caused by the gravel removal, 
with its accompanying dust, noise and vi- 
brations. 

Abutters who appeared at Monday’s hear- 
ing suggested the developer should not re- 
ceive a new permit until he compensates 
them for damages to their property — in- 
cluding cracked swimming pools and 
‘‘sand-blasted’’ car windshields. 

Andover Atty. Reginald Marden, rep- 
resenting 19 abutters in a lawsuit against 
Cormier, said it is still unclear whether the 
developer’s insurance will cover the dam- 
ages 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said the 
developer had agreed to abide by the re 
strictions in the original permit, plus four 
new conditions in response to neighbors 
complaints: no heavy machine work before 
7:30 a.m, no heavy loaders in use on Satur- 
days, the addition of a gate at the entrance 
of Westminster Road onto Chandler Circle, 
and greater efforts to stay within the bound- 
aries allowed by the permit. 

Mahony said he was reluctant to see the 
selectmen deny the permit because the 
developer would still have the right to re- 
move gravel from subdivision roadways 
and lots — and without the conditions of the

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony encour- 
aged the board to vote in favor of the plan 
so their approval could be included in the 
Finance Committee report on the warrant. 
That report will be sent to townspeople 
before the Nov. 29 meeting. 

But board members preferred to wait 
until the manager can show them a specific 
developer’s proposal — and that will not by 


ready for at least another week. Mahony 


explained that if the develeper’s proposal 
does not appear financially favorable for 
the town, he will withdraw the article from 
the warrant. 

The selectmen, however, were not per- 
suaded to take a position Monday night, 
indicating they will announce their position 
at town meeting. 

Drawn up in legal terms by bond counsel, 
the article, appearing last on the warrant, 
asks voters to take action in six parts: 

¢ to confirm the transfer of care and 
custody of the Punchard Junior High School 
wing and east wing of the Easi Junior High 
School from the School Committee to the 
Board of Selectmen; 

¢ to authorize the selectmen to sell or 
lease all or part of the two wings to a 
developer who will remodel the property 
for office use; 

¢ to authorize the selectmen to lease 
or sublease the wings from that developer 
for up to 40 years with an unconditional 
lease; 

¢ to provide for the deposit or other 
disposition of the proceeds of the sale of the 
wings; 

¢ to authorize the selectmen to waive 
any provisions of the town bylaws as nec- 
essary to complete the transaction; 

¢ and to petition the state legislature 
for passage of a special law authorizing and 
validating the transaction. 

The manager said the article was ‘‘guar- 
anteed to confuse anybody.’’ But the devel- 
oper’s proposal will be fully explained on 
the floor of town meeting, he added. 

Even if town meeting approves the sale- 
and-lease agreement, that vote will not 
force the selectmen into a contract with the 
developer, he emphasized: Town meeting’s 
action will not be binding. “‘It is still a fluid 
situation.”’ 

The selectmen will not discuss the article 
until their Nov. 22 meeting. However, Se- 
lectman Edward Harris commented that he 
had a question on the provision for waiving 
town bylaws 

Selectman William Dalton abstained 
from voting on the reuse article. 

The other articles inserted on the brief 
warrant included a bit of routine business 
from the assessors’ office as Article One;

authorized by 1981 annual town meeting as 
Articles Two and Three; and the abandon- 
ment of a small strip of land adjacent to 
South Main Street as Article Four.

Coin telephones in Lawrence are 
being modified so customers can 
make emergency and operator- 
handled long distance calls with- 
out depositing a coin. 

All coin telephones in the Law- 
rence (685, 687) exchange are be- 
ing equipped to provide ‘Dial 
Tone First” (DTF). The project is 
part of a $9.3 million program by 
New England Telephone to con- 
vert 75 percent of the coin tele- 
phones in its five-state area to 
DTF by 1985. 

Pulbic Relations Manager Cyn- 
thia Austin said, “With ‘Dial Tone 
First’ customers find dial tone on 


the line when they pick up the: 


receiver and are able to reach an 
operator in an emergency or di- 
rectory assistance without depos- 
iting any coins. Calls placed by 
operators, such as calling card and 
collect calls, also can be made 
without coins. 

“Local calls, however, will be 
completed by depositing the nec- 
essary coins before the number is 
dialed.”’

They left 92 days ago — first, to London 
and then...well, they didn’t know for sure. 

An August coup attempt by rebel air 
force officers in Kenya had placed in jeop- 
ardy the long-awaited trip for the Gershen- 
berg family, of 162 Lowell St., Andover. 

Just days before they left on the first leg 
of their journey, Irving Gershenberg, a 
professor of economics at U/Mass Boston, 
feared possible sniper fire and further 
bloodshed in the city of Nairobi, even 
though the Kenyan government had crushed 
the attempted coup. 

Gershenberg said he had learned arrests 
had been made, a newspaper editor was 
fired for a critical article, instructors were 
put into detention for allegedly teaching 
Marxist thoughts and a list of political fig- 
ures to be rounded up may have been cre- 
ated. 

A Fullbright Scholar, Gershenberg was to 
teach economic development and planning 
at the University of Nairobi, where it was 
said army troops had surrounded the learn- 
ing center. 

He was offered other countries where he 
could teach, but the Gershenbergs waited in 
London for Kenya to cool down. 

Phey arrived in Nairobi on Aug. 23. 

Three weeks after the attempted coup. 


A Family Tradition 


‘The effects of massive looting and dam- 
age to the modern shopping areas were 
hardly noticeable, and after our six weeks 
here, even the army roadblocks have been 
taken down,”’ says a letter to the TOWNS- 
MAN from the Gershenbergs. 

Irving and his wife, Linnea, have already 
started their work in Kenya, and children 
Sarah and Lisa have started school. 

Irving has been permitted to begin re- 
search on the training of Kenyan managers 
in multi-national corporations. He will in- 
terview managing directors and Kenyan 
managers of about 40 firms, concerning 
training and responsibilities. He is also 
conducting research for the Ministries of 
Planning and Higher Education and hopes 
to arrange a speaking tour which will take 
him to southern Africa in June. 

Linnea, an Andover early childhood edu- 
cation specialist, is helping with teacher 
training at several schools and finds ex- 
treme differences between the schools 
where she volunteers. In the affluent sec- 
tions of Nairobi, pre-schools occupy resi- 
dential houses with well-developed 
playgrounds and sanitary facilities, as well 
as adequate small furniture and specialized 
games, says the Gershenbergs’ letter. Each 
class is comprised of about 18 children, a

where the Gershenbergs stay is a slum 
where some of Nairobi’s unemployed and 
underemployed people live. Here, Linnea 
works in a school organized by American 
and Kenyan volunteers. The school services 
350 nursery age children with class sizes 
averaging about 80. There is no electricity, 
materials or benches. Most teachers have 
less than a high school degree, according to 
the Gershenbergs, but teachers and stu- 
dents are enthusiastic. - 

Sarah Gershenberg, a sophomore at And- 
over High last year, attends the Interna- 
tional School of Kenya, which represents 
over 20 countries but follows the United 
States and Canadian curriculum. Sarah will 
be able to attend three or four trips to 
remote areas of Kenya as part of her course 
work. Her cultural anthropology class will 
live among the Masai tribe and participate 
in a cattle drive across the Rift Valley to 
sell cows at the Ngong market, a Masai 
trading center. 

Lisa, a recent Andover High graduate, 
studies at International University, taking 
courses in cross cultural studies at the 
Nairobi campus. In addition, she enjoys 
horse riding and taking an intensive course, 
‘Know Kenya,’ with her mother 

Lisa and Sarah also enjoy a mountain 
climbing course offered through Sarah’s 
school and hope to qualify for a climb of Mt 
Kenya at Christmas time 

This is not the Gershenberg’s first Africa 
trip. They lived two years in Kampala, 
Uganda (1969-71) and two years in Kenya 
(1974-76). 

They are very enthusiastic about their 
return visit to Kenya 

‘We have been house sitting a friend's 
magnificent Swiss chalet style house lo- 
cated about five miles from the center of 
Nairobi,”’ says the Gershenberg letter. 
“The high altitude (5,450 feet) made us a 
little groggy for a while. However, the 
climate is excellent, never higher than 80 
degrees nor lower than 55 degrees, and the 
wide variety of fruits and vegetables avail-

taining eight percent of the country’s pop- 
ulation. Kenya’s population growth rate is 
about the highest in the world at 3.4 percent 
per year, they say. 

There has been a building boom in Nairo- 
bi, including many new highrise office 
buildings, luxury hotels and excellent res- 
taurants, ranging from French to, Korean. 
Shopping centers and malls are also being 
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built, and new housing is advertised for sale 
in the $100,000-$150,000 range. 

The Kenyan economy is troubled, explain 
the Gershenbergs, who say firms have 
closed down or adopted part-time schedules 
because of a lack of foreign exchange to 
bring in needed raw materials. 

The biggest issue, they say, is that of 
‘‘ynequal distribution of income.” 


“The style of life of the 14 percent who 
are city dwellers is completely different 
rom those who lead a life near to self- 
Sufficiency gardening, fishing or herding,” 
according to the letter. ‘The urban dwell- 
ers have every convenience available to 
Americans, and more Kenyans are de- 
manding this experience that an increasing 
number of kinsmen have enjoyed.”

Paul and Mary, the musical group that skyrocketed to fame in 
the early ’60s. 

Stookey sang his hit, ‘‘Puff the Magic Dragon,” as well as 
many of his religious songs. He became a Christian in 1968 and 
‘“‘The Wedding Song’’ began his religious recordings. 

The concert was put on to introduce new people to South 
Church. Church membets were encouraged to invite friends 
and neighbors. Dr. Westy Egmont, pastor, invited the guests 
‘to come back this Sunday and consider South Church as a 
place for fellowship and spiritual growth.”’ 

South Church is already well known for its $42,000 Raise the 
Roof Offering and its large Sunday School program. In addi- 
tion, Dr. Egmont is the host of ‘‘Show of Faith’ (TV-4), a 
popular religious television program in the Boston area. 

Stookey talked abot his Christian faith and sang some of 
what he terms his ‘‘folksy-gospel’’ songs.He also included 
some audience sing-a-longs. 

While Stookey still does an annual reunion tour with Peter 
and Mary, he limits himself to 60 concerts annually with the 
Bodyworks Band. Describing his spiritual awarenes, he told 
the audience, ‘‘My first prayer was ‘Can | have a bicycle?’ ”’ 
My second prayer was ‘get me out of this and I’ll never do it 
again.’ I used it up until I was 30.’’ His third prayer, after 
Christ’s example, was ‘Thy will be done,” he said. He’s been 
using that one ever since. 

The concert lasted more than two hours and the church 
brought in a professional crew to handle the lighting and 
sound requirements. 

Dr. Egmont was overjoyed by the turnout and enthusiasm 
generated by the concert itself. He said, ‘I truly hope many of 
the people will come back-and begin to attend church regular- 
ly. I believe we are making an impact on this community and 
the lives of the people who live here. I want to do more of 
this.”’ 

South Church gave birth to Andover Seminary (now in 
Newton) which is the oldest continuing graduate theological 
school in America. South Church also organized and initiated 
the leadership for the 1982 July 4 celebration for Andover.

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High School Vandalism Deplored; 
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Police Following ‘Some Leads’ 


A police officer investigating last week- 
end’s graffiti-vandalism at Andover High 
School says there are ‘‘some leads’’ in the 
case and cautions against any conclusion 
that the incident might have been racially 
motivated. 

The letters ‘‘NIG’’ spray-painted above 
the school’s front doors, amidst a mess of 
painted graffiti covering the front of And- 
over High, sidewalks and driveways, do not 
necessarily mean the vandalism was “‘ra- 
cially motivated,’’ according to Officer 
Phillip Froburg, who said the slur might 
possibly have been used by vandals to get 
more attention. 

Schools Superintendent Dr. Kenneth Sei- 
fert, concerned about students’ feelings, 
pointed out Monday, ‘‘My immediate reac- 
tion was to think about the black students 
who attend (the) school.” 

He said the slur was either the work of a 
person or persons “‘insensitive’’ to the ra- 


cial remark and its impact, someone who 
might regard the slur as just words or 
graffiti without realizing what it would 
mean, or else it was the work of ‘‘yicious”’ 
people. 

Seifert said school officials are working 
closely with police to find out who is respon- 
sible for the mess at Andover High. 

‘“‘We have some leads,”’ said Officer Fro- 
burg. ‘I don’t know how solid they are.” 

He said the spray-painted mess was 
spotted by cruiser patrol 12:30 a.m. Sunday, 
and he noted, ‘‘There are going to be extra 
patrols up there.” 

Froburg, who discussed the vandalism 
incident with High School Principal Mary 
Jennings Monday morning, noted an 
obscene phrase, referring to ‘‘jocks,’’ or 
school athletes, was also painted on the 
school. 

Froburg said the graffiti-vandalism 
might possibly have been the result of a 


problem between an athlete and a non-ath- 
lete, or perhaps out-of-towners expounding 
their feelings on Andover High sports. 

He said he hoped the racial possibility 
would not get too much play, noting he has 
known of no racial problems at Andove 
High School. ; 

A large rock in front of the school has 
been regularly if not traditionally used as a 
sort of bulletin board by students. Painting 
on the rock is tolerated, said Froburg, but 
the officer explained that people coming to 
the school with paint raises the possibility 
of someone starting their artwork on the 
rock and ending up applying it to the school 
to get more attention. 

‘There’s always someone who might get 
carried away...,’’ he said. 

But the green paint found on the school, 
according to Seifert, was not apparent on 
the rock. 

He said vandalism has not been a major 


problem at the high school. 

“This reminds me of the Tylenol deal,”’ 
explained the superintendent, maintaining 
a majority of the Andover High students 
are ‘‘doing a fine job’’ and are decent peo- 
ple who have good school spirit. Seifert 
noted a number of Andover High students 
volunteered to clean up the mess. He said 
the vandals might not have even been And- 
over students or even Andover residents, 
but all it takes is just a few persons to carry 
out the vandalism that hit the high school 
last weekend. 


He also noted that in any community the 
size of Andover there will always be a 
certain number of people capable of such 
poor behavior. 


‘We have people in this town who are 
capable of anything,’’ he said. ‘‘We don’t 
live in Camelot.”

Faced with a fixed bottom line, however, 
the former town manager and school super- 
intendent two years ago agreed to a 58/42 
percent split: all town expenses and reve- 
nues were split 58 percent on the school 
side, and 42 percent on the town side 
According to Dunbar, that worked fine the 
first year but not last year, when the 
school budget had to bear the total burden 
for the $13 million school building project 

The financial planning committee has 
come up with a new approach that will be 
‘more responsive to changes down the 
road,’ the chairman said, a system that 
would ‘address significant changes fairly.”’ 

Dubbed the ‘‘bucket’’ approach, Torrisi 
said the new system would ‘‘forget the 


town-school split’’, and simply add all town 
and school revenues into one total. All 
‘fixed expenses’’ — items that have to be 
paid — would then be deducted from that 
total 

A new central maintenance category 
would be created to take care of all town 
and school property, and funds for that 
would be deducted from the total revenues, 
woo. 

What's left would be divided between the 
town and schools based on current operat- 
ing budget shares, 56 percent school and 44 
percent town. 

Some revenues are allotted by law to 
town or school use only — Chapter 766 
funds, for example, must be used for spe- 
cial education — and they would not be 
pooled, Torrisi noted 

Torrisi downplayed the actual numbers 
he presented, although he called them ‘*con- 
servative.’’ But the numbers showed that 
under-the current tax model, projected over 
a five-year period, the current $12.9 million 
school budget would increase by $803,000, or 
5.1 percent, by fiscal ‘88. The current $9.9 
million town budget would increase by 
$524,000, or 4.8 percent. There would be a 59 
school/41 town split 

Under the bucket approach, in fiscal ’88 
the school budget would increase by $687,- 
000, or 4.9 percent; the town budget, by 
$540,000, or 4.9 percent, representing a 56 
school/44 town split. (Building mainte- 
narce would not be included in either bud- 
get.) 

Although the three groups took no posi- 
tion on the proposal last week, the general 
response was favorable. 

‘T like the idea of one budget — not our 
budget or their budget,’’ FinComm mem- 
ber Jordan Burgess said. ‘‘I think it’s about

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It is interesting to note the shock and chagrin which 
now accompanies such things as conducting raffles to 
_ underwrite extra-curricular school activities and cri- 
tiques of the school budget from varying sources. 

It causes one to wonder where all these critics were 
when the school budget went though the lengthy devel- 
opment process last year in a period when administra- 
tors composed not one but three proposals. This. was 
necessitated by the need to await a decision by the 
electorate on the school bonding issue. 

Once that decision was made, a firm budget was 
developed and approved by the school committee and 
presented to town meetirtg for approval. 

Frankly, it seemed to be understood that there would 
be a curtailing of services in many sections of the 
school program, once the town provided the monetary 
direction to school administrators. 

Too, there would be a reduction in professional staff 
in order to meet the constraints placed by Proposition 
2% and the requirement that the school department be 
responsible for the costs of the school building program 
within its budget. 

The decisions were made and appeared to be under- 
stood. 

But now, some people are coming forward with 
criticism of actions taken at that time. 

Among them, of course, is School Committeeman 
Susan T. Poore, who, as could be anticipated, is critical 
of the actions of colleagues and administrators in adopt- 
ing the budget they did last Spring. 

She, of course, became a member of that committee 
as a result of the annual town election, moving from the 
board of selectmen. While she was not a member of the 
schoo] board during the entire budget planning process, 
we feel confident that she was aware of some of the 
decisions being made, based on the fact that during her 
tenure as selectman she managed to keep an awareness 
of activities of various town departments whether they 
happened to be within her province or not. 


Seis Ss 


Mrs. Poore said last week she thought it pitiful that 
money was available in June to plug gaps, but was 
directed toward other areas. How come she did not 
suggest ways to better disperse funds at that time, as a 
committee member, rather than wait for a more recep- 
tive audience which appeared at last week’s meeting? 

As for the sale of tickets for various items in order to 
continue athletic programs and other after-school activ- 
ities, admittedly it is a somewhat difficult thing to 
accept. It’s an unpleasant task for students and parents 
to be standing at ball games and shopping centers, 
seeking support of activities. 

But this too could have been anticipated, in view of 
budget cutbacks. The only way some programs would 
continue to be a part of the school program was either 
through user fees, already instituted in some areas, or 
through public support through contributions. 

While to some this fund-raising activity may be 
looked upon as virtually begging to keep the programs 
in operation, the fact remains that it was predictable 
once Prop 2% became a way of life. The taxpayers of 
not only Andover but the entire state mandated that 
feeling at the polls and it was up to municipal adminis- 
trators to conform. 

So it would seem that the activity of those who would 
be critics at this late stage in the game and those who 
offer suggestions which cannot be followed are simply 
playing the grandstand game. 

After all, it is much easier to sit in the stands and 
suggest that an alternative play would work better on 
the field. To be on the field and working as a team 
toward a specific goal takes a little more thought, 
practice and fortitude. 


It is to be hoped that the critics will join in the new 
budget planning process once it is initiated by the school 
committee in a few weeks and be a more positive force 
when it counts, rather than wait until the process is 
completed and then rain down the commentary.

On Traffic 
In The ‘Vale 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

I would like to reply to your editorial 
and article of Nov. 4 on the cooperative 
efforts of Town Manager Mahony, Senator 
McGovern, the Andover Board of Select- 
men and the state DPW to solve Ballard- 
vale’s traffic problems by restricting 
truck traffic on Clark Road and rerouting 
it out via Rte. 125 through Wilmington into 
the Lowell Junction Road area. 

It’s a fine idea. I agree that Clark Road 
is heavily traveled by both car and truck 
traffic and that a good deal of the truck 
traffic may indeed be bound for Gillette, 
Wyeth, etc. But one must also remember 
that not all of the truck traffic is headed 
for Lowell Junction and River Street. 

First of all, what about the industries 
right in Ballardvale center itself— 
Shawsheen Rubber, Shawsheen Chemical, 
Instrument Labs, Cronin’s Ice Cream, 
Spectrametrics, etc? Does anyone know 
how much of that Clark Road traffic was 
bound there? If we block that portion of 
traffic and reroute it, where does it go? 

a) Exit 93 at Rte. 125 as if to go through 
Lowell Junction area, but continue into 
Ballardvale via River Street? Not likely, 
since River Street is already marked as 
“not a truck route’ and is far more 
treacherous than Clark Road. 

b) Exit 93 at Rte. 125, but proceed to 
Woburn Street, Andover, via Wilmington, 
then down Andover Street to Ballardvale 
center? Again, besides the length of the 
detour involved, the Andover Street hill 
into Ballardvale center isn’t my favorite 
to negotiate in a car, leave be an 18 wheel- 
er. Also, there is the consideration to be 
made here of South School and pedestrian 
traffic. 

c) Exit 93 at Dascomb Road, proceeding 
down Dascomb to Andover Street and 
coming down into Ballardvale center? 
Here, the actual length of the detour is a 
reasonable one, but one would be taking 
‘*x’’ amount of trucks from Clark Road 
and adding that number to the amount 
already using Andover Street. Again, it is 
my naive thinking that the drivers of these 
vehicles would find the wider, straighter 
Clark Road route safer and easier to nego- 
tiate than the twists and turns of Andover 
Street. 

Then, I would ask everyone to get out 
their maps and look twice, because we 
have more industry in Ballardvale than 
the enter and Lowell Junction. 

If one follows Tewksbury Street all the 
way down past Yardley Road and over the 
railroad bridge, it would be found that the 
remainder of Tewksbury Street is indeed 
industrially zoned and that there are two 
businesses here: York Wholesale Lumber 
and Export Warehouse 

I will admit readily that town lines be- 
come confusing in this area and the street 
changes from Tewksbury Street, Andover, 
to Vale Street, Tewksbury. I will skip over 
some obvious- comments I could make 
about hew many trash and recycling con- 
tractors, cable t.v. installers, etc. refuse 
to believe this is still Andover, but I saw 
the assessment lists and there’s a few

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hundred thousand dollars worth of And- 
over here. 

These industries have only two access 
roads available to them: Tewksbury 
Street via Ballardvale center and Vale 
Street in Tewksbury via Shawsheen Street 
in Tewksbury. 

Now, since these industries are both 
located in Andover, and since Tewksbury 
has no industry on or off Vale Street, 
Tewksbury should not be obligated to pro- 
vide them with access. In fact, this sum- 
mer Tewksbury posted signs at both ends 
of Vale Street prohibiting ‘‘heavy truck- 
ing.’’ An ambiguous sign, but I doubt that 
Tewksbury is going to cooperate to allow 
access. 

Now, if Andovér reroutes truck traffic 
off of Clark Road, how do trucks reach the 
industrial area on lower Tewksbury 
Street? One can’t possible route them via 
Lowell Junction or Woburn Street since 
both are so far out of the way to be consid- 
ered ‘‘reasonable access.’’ Tewksbury has 
already indicated that it doesn’t want 
these trucks using Vale Street, so they 
have all been sentenced to continue down 
Dascomb Road to Andover Street, then 
down Andover Street to Tewksbury Street 
at the center. Clark Road’s loss of trucks 
has automatically become Andover 
Street’s gain. 

The main point of all this should have 
been where is Clark Road’s truck traffic 
bound? Since River Street is already 
marked as being not a truck route, none of 
the Clark Road truck traffic should be 
headed towards Lowell Junction. If trucks 
are using River Street, why isn’t that ban 
being enforced? 

If the town and state act to ban traffic 
from Clark Road, that traffic is automat- 
ically assigned to Andover Street, since it 
provides the only other route into Ballard- 
vale center. The residents of Andover 
Street will be just as displeased as the 
residents of Clark Road will be joyous. 

To the selectmen and town manager: 
please reexamine this issue. It seems you 
may have not considered Ballardvale’s

other industrial areas in your haste to 
accommodate Lowell Junction. The inter- 
change is a great idea, but this traffic 
problem should not be lumped into the 
interchange controversy. Truck traffic in 
Ballardvale center and Tewksbury Street 
may prove to be little affected by an 
additional exit from Rte. 93. 

To the people of Clark Road: I sympa- 
thize and understand your irritation, but 
please realize that banning trucks from 
your street is only going to move the 
problem over a couple of hundred yardg to 
Andover Street. What would really be nice 
would be if you could figure out a way to 
ban the Gillette commuters from using 
Clark Road as a combination shortcut and 
drag strip. They may actually pose more 
of a threat to your well being than the 
‘‘professional’’ truckers usng your road. 

Believe me when I say that I know what 
it’s like living on a road that’s heavily 
traveled by trucks. At least, they’re quiet- 
er than the freight trains.

time.” 

Selectmen Edward Harris said, ‘I think 
this is a great idea.” 

The new concept of one central mainte- 
nance budget drew the most comment. 
Moderator James Doherty suggested there 
might be ‘‘very deep’’ legal ramifications if 
the schools gave up direct responsibility for 
maintaining school buildings. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony replied 
that it is the school department’s responsi- 
bility ‘‘to see that the job gets done,”’ and 
not necessarily to handle the job alone. 

Selectman Donn Byrne said the central 
maintenance department would be ‘‘re- 
sponsible for all public property, no matter 
what it is.”’ 

‘The town ought to be spending $200,000 a 
year” on routine mainfenance items like 

‘roofs, floors, lighting,’’ Dunbar said, fol- 
lowing the general consensus that town 
buildings have been neglected for budget- 
cutting reasons. 

‘We've got to stop stealing from the 
maintenance budget and letting the build- 
ings go,”’ Selectman Gerald Silverman 
added. 

With the three committees agreeing on 
the concept, Mahony said he would work out 
the details with Torrisi and School Superin- 
tendent Kenneth Seifert. 

School Committee member Susan Poore 
asked how the bucket approach would ef- 
fect town meeting’s participation in the 
budget process. Torrisi said Friday that it 
would not change town meeting’s role: 
‘The whole process is still the same. But in 
budget planning, the three groups would 
work more closely together, rather than 
working separately.” 

Dunbar asked for a decision from the 
three committees by mid-December, so 
that the new tax model can be used in 
planning for the fiscal 84 budget. 

Torrisi also presented another alterna- 
tive, called the incremental approach, very 
similar to the bucket approach — but it 
would not give the town side any responsibi- 
lity for the current school building project. 

That approach was passed by without 
discussion Thursday night. Torrisi ex- 
plained that the selectmen had already all 
but ruled it out because they may want the 
schools to help pay for town projects in the 
future — which makes “working as a 
team’’ now seem like a good idea. 

That the selectmen, school committee 
and finance committee are willing to work 
so closely together is almost unprecedented 
in this state, Torrisi noted. 

‘Elected and appointed officials have to 
cooperate and plan their services with one 
another. This community approach is a 
first step for any Massachusetts commu- 
nity.

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Decision On Forest Trails ®t: 
Could Come Next Week 


The Massachusetts Department of Envi- 
ronmental Management has not yet an- 
nounced its decision on licensing cross- 
country ski trails in Harold Parker State 
Forest to a private businessman. 

Don Stoddard, regional supervisor for the 
Division of Forest and Parks, said Monday 
he expected state officials to réach their 
decision by Monday or Tuesday of next 
week. 

Stoddard said Charles Dane, chief of rec- 
reation for the DEM, would spend this week 
reviewing written comments on the propo- 
sal before reaching a decision. 

More than 300 local residents from And- 
over and surrounding towns attended a live- 
ly meeting at West Junior High School last 
Wednesday night, most of them voicing 
opposition to the plan. 

Stoddard told the townspeople that the 
state is considering leasing the right to 
create six miles of ski trails in the forest to 
Duane Johnstone of Carlisle, who appeared 
at last week’s meeting. 

Johnstone would charge fees for the tra- 
ils, which would be operated from mid-De- 
cember to mid-March, with night skiing 
offered three nights a week until 9 p.m. 

More than one and one-half miles of trails 
would be covered with man-made snow 
during the three-month season, looping 
around one end of Salem Pond, located 
mostly in North Andover. 

With natural snow, the trails could be 
extended to four miles, looping around Sa- 
lem Pond and Bradford Pond, and extended 
again over frozen lake surfaces for a total 
of six miles. All trails would be groomed. 

State officials are considering granting 
Johnstone a two-year license on a trial 


basis. 

A number of residents said they were 
opposed to Johnstone’s proposal because it 
would close off a prime section of the forest 
to all but paying skiers — and those ex- 
cluded would be horseback riders, hikers, 
snow-mobilers and cross-country skiers 
who have been using the trails free of 
charge. 

Others worried that the trails — which 
Johnstone said would rival those now found 
only in northern New England — would 
attract too many people to the area, caus- 
ing traffic and noise problems and disturb- 
ing the wilderness atmosphere. Johnstone 
estimated that some 10,000 skiers would use 
the trails. 

And some residents said they were op- 
posed to letting a private entrepreneur 
make a profit on state-owned lands. 

Johnstone rebutted those arguments, say- 
ing the public would be “‘well-served’’ by 
his proposal because there is a demand for 
good cross-country ski trails in the area. He 
added that the state has granted the right to 
use public land to other private businesses 
in the past. 

Virginia Hammond of Hidden Field, a 
Conservation Commission aide, presented 
Charles Dane with a petition opposing the 
plan, signed by 1,000 townspeople. She 
urged the officials to leave the forest in its 
current ‘‘wilderness’’ state. 

The emotional audience cheered and ap- 
plauded speakers who said they opposed the 
plan, and booed and groaned when a few 
speakers tried to defend the proposal. 

Some residents said they would take the 
state to court if Johnstone receives a li- 
cense to build the trails.

Selectmen Donn Byrne, William Dalton 
and Gerald Silverman voted to deny the 
permit without prejudice; Chairman Nor- 
ma Gammon and Selectman Edward Har- 
ris voted against that motion. 

“I am against all gravel removal in a 
residential area,’’ Gammon explained. 

Under the gravel removal bylaw ap- 
proved by town meeting two years ago, 
developers need a variance from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals to remove large amounts 
of gravel in a residential area. However, 
the first three sections of Cormier’s eight- 
section development are not covered by 
that bylaw, because plans for those sections 
were approved by the Planning Board be- 
fore the bylaw went into effect.

of the Andover Savings Bank as set forth in an Oct. 
8, 1982, merger agreement. 

Terms of the consolidation indicate that the 
bank’s main office will be located at 61 Main St., 
Andover. The Valley Bank’s present main office 
will become a branch office of the consolidated 
bank. Business will continue as usual at each office 
of the consolidated bank. All deposits insured under 
state law will continue to be insured. 

The Board of Directors of Valley Cooperative and 
the Board of Trustees of Andover Savings will 
merge into a single Board of Trustees, according to 
the merger agreement. All officers and employees 
of the two banks will remain as officers and em- 
ployees of the consolidated bank. * 

Henderson has noted he believes there will be 
trend towards consolidation of financial institutions 
in the 1980’s. Banks must be big enough to compete, 
and deregulation has resulted in some banks offer- 
ing the same kinds of services, according to the 
president of Andover Savings.

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Liquor Store Owner Warned 


An Andover liquor retailer found guilty of two 
license violations less than three months ago came 
before the Board of Selectmen for an alleged sale to 
a minor again Monday night, but was sent home 
with only a warning. 

The selectmen found Philip Pizzano of Plaza 
West Beverages, 211 Rear North Main St., innocent 
of an alleged October violation — but warned him 
that he would be in danger of losing his license if he 
appeared before them again. 

The board suspended Pizzano’s license for 14 
working days in August after finding him guilty of 
two sales to minors during the summer. Pizzano did 
not appeal that decision to the state Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission. 


facts of the case were “‘not strong enough”’ to find 
Pizzano guilty of a violation, and therefore deserv- 
ing of a reprimand. 

But Dalton said, ‘‘Mr. Pizzano has to double his 
efforts and care. He has to be more careful than 
anybody else in town.” 

Gerald Silverman agreed, and told the retailer to 
ask customers for identification every time they 
come in. ‘‘Familiarity is not the answer,” he said. 
‘Obviously (the minor) felt pretty safe coming in 
without anything.” 

Donn Byrne seconded Dalton’s motion to take no 
action, and warned Pizzano that ‘‘the next time, it 
won't be just a lecture —the third offense and it’s 
the license.’’ Byrne said the October incident would 


During a public hearing Monday night, Andover 
Police Officer Arthur Ricci told the selectmen that 
Pizzano sold a case of beer to a 19-year-old Andover 
resident without asking for identification at 7:47 
p.m. Oct. 16. 

Atty. Reginald Marden of Andover, representing 
Pizzano, admitted that the retailer had not asked 
the youth for identification that night. But Pizzano 
said the buyer had shown him a Massachusetts 
driver’s license on several previous occasions. 

‘‘How many times do you have to’check a per- 
son?’’ he asked. ‘‘What protection do I have from 
phony I.D.s?”’ 

Ricci showed the selectmen a copy of the youth’s 
driver's license, and said the date of birth had 
apparently been altered. Marden said the buyer had 

_ shown that altered license to Pizzano: ‘‘He was 
deceived.” 

Selectman Edward Harris moved to send the 
retailer a letter of reprimand, but no one seconded 
his motion. : 

Selectman William Dalton suggested that ‘‘this 
discussion has served as a reprimand.”’
